In the covering letter of General 
Dawes he said in part follows: 
“Since as a result of the war, the 
creditors of Germany are paying taxes 
to the limit of their capacity, so also 
must Germany be encouraged to pay 
taxes from year to year to the limit 
of her capacity. This is in accord with 
the just and underlying principle of 
the treaty of Versailles, reaffirmed by 
Germany in its note of May 29, 1919, 
that the German scheme of taxation 
mast be ‘fully as heavy proportion­ 
ately as that of any of th$ powers rep­ 
resented on the commission.” More 
than this limit could not be expected 
and less than this would relíete Ger­ 
many from the common hardship and 
give to her an unfair advantage on the 
industrial competition of the future*
